= On the eve of the 26th Congress of the CPSU, Progress Publishers, 
Moscow, has released three books, the subject matter of which is of 


immense relevance to the Congress. 


The first book, Peace and Disarmament: Academic Studies (cloth, pp. 376, 
Rs. 5.50), consists of a collection of articles by. eminent Soviet scholars and 
experts on the subject. It is the first book in the new series issued by 
the Peace and Disarmament Research Council’ which was set up im 1979 
by the USSR Academy of Sciences, the USSR State Committee for Science 
and Technology and the Soviet Peace Committee. This series was con- 
ceived as a kind of forum for exchange of ideas, „views, assessments and 
suggestions between prominent Soviet scientists, public figures and 
scientific bodies concerning the international situation, the tasks ensu- 
ing therefrom and ‘forecasts for the future. The books.in this series will 
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inform the reader about the progress made by scientists in studying peace 
and disarmament problems. 


Peace and Disarmament: Academic Studies discusses topical issues 
of international political and military detente, curbing of the arms race, 
and extension and strengthening of international cooperation. The reference za 
section contains a review of activities of the research institutes of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences engaged in peace and disarmament studies, an 
annotated bibliography ‘of the latest publications, and list of international 
events and meetings of scientists. Also included are the texts of important 
treaties and agreements on peace and disarmament problems recently con- 
cluded by the Soviet Union. The book contains an index and short bio- 
graphies of the authors. 


The Chief Editor is Academician Nikolai Inozemtsev, Chairman of the 
Peace and Disarmament Research Council, Director of the Institute of 
World Economy and Internationa] Relations of the USSR Academy of Sci- 
ences, Member of the World Peace Council and of the Soviet Peace Com- 
mittee, A historian and economist, Academician Inozemtsev is a well- 


‚ known specialist in world economy and international relations. The book 


carries an introduction by him. 


The Great October Socialist Revolution clearly corroborated the proleta- 
riat’s world liberation mission. The heroic struggle waged by the workers 
and peasants of Russia, a struggle ardently and effectively supported by 
the working people throughout the world, showed “to all countries some- 
thing—and something highly significant—of their near and 


inevitable 
future,” as Lenin put it. 


Down through the centuries, power in different countries and societies 
was exercised by different exploiting classes and social groups in their 
own interest. But the working class, being the most progressive social 
class, exercises its power in the interests of all working people. Events 
have shown that although the condition and forms of the ‘transition from 


“capitalism to socialism are diverse, socialist transformations can only be 


carried. out if the working class and its allies gain state power, are capable 
of defending their gains and giving free rein to the people's great 
creative resourcefulness, Hence the enormous importance of Lenin’s teach- 
ing on the socialist state, which wad first set up by the Soviet people 
under the. guidance of the working JEE and its vanguard, ine Communist 


Party of the- Soviet Union. 


The policy of the proletariat's class Siliavices was also ‘vindicated during 


the revolutionary, upsurge in. other European countries during 1917-23. 


- After the Second. World War, the popular and ‘national fronts in several 


countries also made creative use of the Marxist-Leninist teaching -on pro- 
letariat's, class alliances. The world commùnist movement continues. to 
develop. this doctrine at the present stage of struggle against imperialism. 


The question, of proletariat’s- class alliances is especially important today, 
when radical. changes are urent needed in the countries ruled by, capital. 
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Therefore, the problems of relations between the working class and its 
allies and those between its class allies themselves are indeed pressing 
ones. 


L. Moskvin, the author of The Working Class and Its Allies (cloth, 
pp. 284, Rs. 6.50), an expert on international affairs and a noted historian, 
analyses in his book the history of the establishment of alliances between 
the working class and other strata of society since the beginning of the 
organised working-class movement. 


The author analyses the socio-economic position and political standpoint 
of the working class, the peasantry, the traditional urban middle sections, 
the intelligentsia and white-collar workers in developed capitalist coun- 
tries. He also describes the objective and subjective preconditions for the 
alliance between the working class and other social strata of working 
people in the struggle for peace, democracy and social progress. 


The book pays particularly great attention to the description of the 
more important tendencies ‘of the contemporary stage of development of 


i the international working-class movement, covering the period from the: 


mid-60s to the present. 


Moskvin’s book is supported by a mass of factual and documentary
